REPORT ON ORPHANAGE, 


The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage, our home for homeless children, lo- 4 ‘ 
cated at Jackson, was established seventeen years ago. The object of ‘this ’ 
home is to provide food, clothing, shelter and training for the unfortunate 
orphan children who have neither parents nor other relatives to care for i 
them. 

Since its establishment, more than seven hundred children have been + . 
cared for, for a longer or shorter time. Many of them have grown up in * e ” 
the home and have gone out into the world to take their places in society, ' 
most of them fulfilling useful missions in the world. We have now in the ) 


home 240 children, 

We believe orphanage work to be clearly: the work of Christ, and our

home at Jackson ¢ertainly has the stamp of His divine approval, and much “- * 
has been accomplished by the united efforts of our people. 

This year has been a hard one with our home. Early in the spring 
two children coming into the home brought the measles, which spread 
throughout the home. There were about 175 cases in the home—130 in bed 


at one time. But through the skillful doctoring and nursing and blessing of * Je 


our Heavenly Father, there was only one death. Owing to the burning of 
the schoolhouse last year, the Board, at an April meeting, ordered the erec- 
tion of a brick schoolhouse that would accommodate 300 children. This 
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building is now ready for use. Much of the work on the house was done 
eae by the Superintendent and children to reduce cost, but with that we had to 
borrow $4,500. This money must me replaced. If all our churches will come 
to the aid of the Orphanage this indebtedness can be easily met. We would

Let our churches send, besides cash, boxes of clothing (rood second-hand 
clothing accepted), canned goods, groceries of all kinds, syrup, shoes, stock- 
ings (mostly large ones) and any other thing that can be used in pro- 
viding for our ‘children.

For the eleven years from 1904 to 1914, inclusive, our receipts have been

Southern Baptists are confronted with an immense vitilization task. 
Thousands of churches with only once-a-month preaching, without resident 
pastors, are finding themselves inadequately taught and trained for the 
pressing needs of today. “Teaching them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you,” we are beginning to see, is as truly a part 
of the Great Commission as evangelizing the lost. 

Our Home Board is undertaking to help in this great work for the 
enlistment and strengthening of the undeveloped churches. To help our 
Board in this work is to help everything for which Baptists stand 
e Th:ee thousand six hundred and eighty-nine unhoused churches in our 
convention territory, with 4,310 in buildings that are net adequate for their 
needs, appeals for a large and hearty support to the Home Board in raising 
the Million Dollar. Church Building Loan Fund.. 

With all these tasks pressing for vigorous, capable attention, our Board 
stands in the front ranks of those agencies of our Baptist body through 
which we seck to keep inviolate in a day of testing the great Baptist 
principles of loyalty to Christ and the teaching of His word. There is 
a danger, now that the world has become a single community, that we 
shall forget to love our neighbors—those who live with us and who are the 
real test of our love for men, and love the world in the abstract. There is 
danger in the increasing Southern wealth dwarfing the spiritual man and 
building up the social man. Christianity means better living conditions 
among men, but the supreme task of the churches is to produce these better 
conditions by producing better men and women. 

The Home Board apportionment for the whole South is $461,250. The 
* apportionment for our State is $31,000, and that for our Association, $771.00. 
Every dollar of the apportionment will be needed if the Board is to meet 


the most urgent needs.

Clarke Memorial College at Newton, Miss., is a high class academy for 
boys and girls. It is now controlled by the Baptist State Convention, and 
is doing excellent work under one of our strongest men, Dr. M. O. Patterson. 
It usually has about a hundred boarders, and is growing. 

The Mississippi Woman’s College at Hattiesburg, Miss., belongs to 
the Baptist State Convention. During its second session it enrolled about 
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two hundred students. Its brilliant President, Prof. John L. Johnson, is 
putting great energy into its management. Its third annual session will 
Ips. open September 16, 1914.

and its path leads to the slums, where humanity lives on its lowest plane. 
Not only is the liquor traffic an enemy to the church, a hindrance to moral 


development and menace to society, but it is a great economic question. 
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It took the business world a long time to learn that the man who drinks, 
even moderately, is a dangerous man in a responsible position. Hence many 
of the great corporations employing men have made sobriety the chief test 
of efficiency, and have refused to employ those who drink. The business 
man has learned by many sad experiences that the head who directs his 
affairs and calculates his transactions must be clear; the railroads have 
learned from many bloody wrecks that the hand that drives the wheel must 
be steady; the Secretary of our great Navy has learned at last that the 
man behind the gun must be firm and unnervous, and to that end has ex- 
cluded liquor from the navy, as to enlisted men. 

On every hand we find strong men crying out for the life of the liquor 
traffic; but on the other hand, we find it with its defenders. The vast amount 
of liquor consumed in the United States is enough to alarm the nation when 
we think of its deadly effect and its awful horrors. It is estimated that 
the United States consumes an amount of liquor each year that brings 
into the coffers of the saloon more than two billion dollars annually. That 
is the first cost. The devil’s profit on that investment is enormous. The 
cost of maintaining courts to prosecute the criminals its makes, to care 
for the insane whose reason it takes away, to feed and clothe the widows 
and orphans left alone in the world are some of the taxes the country is 
called upon to pay that this arc h demon of hell may live. 

Temperance legislation has n ade fairly satisfactory progress. The 
United States Congress has passed a bill giving the States the right and 
ihe power to regulate the traffic ac cording to the law of eac h State, and a 
resolution is now pending in Congress providing for an amendment to the 
Constitution for national prohibition. The recent Legislature in this State 
enacted .a law limiting the shipment to any one man at one time to one 
gallon, and it requires the buyer to sign for it at the express office and 
the record of each delivery is filed with the Circuit Clerk for public inspec- 
tion. That law will help the cause of Temperance in the State. We find 
that since the sixth of April, when the law went into effect, that Tippah 
County has received about 1,250 gallons of whisky, 69 cases, 10 casks and 8
